WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP). 
—Senate investigators dropped 
their inquiry into the meat pack- 
ers’ difficulties with OPA controls 
today with the understanding 
that attorneys for both sides will 
try to work out an agreement. 

The decision followed testimony 
by Thomas E. Wilson, one of the 
“Big Four” packers, that OPA had 
put a price “squeeze” on the in- 
dustry and that, unless it were 
eased, the Government would have 
to take over the entire industry. 

Chairman Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, announced the understand- 
ing to the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee, which ig investigating the 
whole food situation. He said the 
committee would resume its 
study of the packers’ difficulties 
next month if no agreement is 
reached with OPA. The committee 
recessed until next week, when 
complaints by wholesalers of meat 
will be heard. 

The board president of Wilson 
& Co. told the committee that 
OPA is driving the industry into 
bankruptcy. 

The board president of Wilson 
& Co., one of the “Big Four” 
packers, thus backed up testimony 
of smaller packers that OPA is 
driving the industry into bank- 
ruptcy. 

“We can't buy livestock at con- 
trolled prices and sell at controlled 
prices without losing money,” Wil- 
son testified, adding that the 
“squeeze was getting awfully close 
to our breathing apparatus now.”

—A “peace charter” for labor and 
management, intended to prevent 
industria] strife when the nation's 
economy contracts to a peacetime 
basis, was announced today. 

AFL President William Green, 
CIO Chairman Philip Murray and 
Eric Johnston, president of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, joined in making this an- 
nouncement. 

The charter declares the support 
of “private property and free 
choice of action, under a system 
of private competitive capitalism.” 

The document recognizes the 
“inherent right and responsibility 
of management to direct the oper- 
ations of an enterprise”—in effect,

Use of Planes on Coyote Hunt 
To Entertain Halifax Criticised 


TASHINGTON, March 28 (AP). 
—Representative Schwabe (Rep.), 


Oklahoma, said yesterday that 11 
airplanes were used to spot coy- 
otes for the Earl of Halifax, Brit- 
ish Ambassador, during a recent 
hunt in Oklahoma. He added that 
this has aroused “much adverse 
criticism." 


“Apparently a few, perhaps 
three or four, small prairie wolves 
were turned loose in front of 200 
or more dogs from Arkansas, Tex- 
as, Kansas and Oklahoma, said to 
be the largest assembly of fine, 
trained hounds in the annals of 
coyote hunting,” Schwabe said in 
a statement. “Some 60 persons ac- 
companied his lordship, Lady Hali- 
fax and their son, including the 
Governor of the State and other 
notables.” 


The planes were used as spot- 
ters to show the party the direc- 
tion in which the coyotes were 
traveling, Schwabe continued, 


“This was unusually spectacu- 
lar and the subject of much ad- 
verse criticism because of the 
strict rationing of gasoline among 
the citizens of Oklahoma, many of 
whom rather indignantly watched 
and read of the royal hunt. 


“It was probably even more ir- 
ritating to faithful workers in the 
war plants and industries of the 
country who have to beg for their 
gasoline rations.

PARIS, Mareh 28 (AP).— 
Fast-moving tank columns of 
the American First and Third 
Armies drove toward a june- 
tion today in the Giessen area, 
225 miles from Berlin and 69 
miles east of the Rhine, while 
north of the Ruhr the British 
Second Army pursued German 
forces which had broken into 


wild retreat. 

The famous Fourth Armored Di- 
vision of Missouri's Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam M. Hoge, whose movements 
had been screened in secrecy since 
Sunday when it captured the Main 
River bridge at Aschaffenburg, 
was disclosed in a front dispatch 
tonight to have advanced 27 miles 
north of the Main to a point six 
miles southeast of Giessen. It was 
astride the superhighway te Ber- 
lin north of Frankfurt-on-Main. 

Meanwhile, the far-ranging tank 
columns of Lt. Gen. Courtney H. 
Hodges’ First Army had overrun 
Giessen and Bellnhausen, the lat- 
te 221 miles from Berlin and had 
perhaps already made contact 
with the Third Army, biting off 
another large section of Germany. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Don Whitehead reported that the 
First Army tanks were “racing 
eastward on clear roads with the 
enemy unable even to challenge 
the advances with token resist- 
ance.” He said he was permitted 


to tell “only half the story of the

PARIS, March 28 (AP). 
EN. DWIGHT D. EISEN- 
HOWER gave his opinion 
on the relative merits of 
Field Marshal Albert Kessel- 
ring, new German commander 
in the West, and Field Marsh- 
al Karl von Rundstedt, the de- 
posed commander, at his press 
conference yesterday. 

He said Rundstedt probably 
was a more finished soldier, 
but that Kesselring was closer 
to the Nazi party and had a 
way of inspiring his men.

Chairman Emmett L. Bartram | 
of the House Taxation Committee, 
said there was no support for the 
resolution within the committee, 
Republicans and Democrats alike 
voting to kill it. 

“The committee members looked 
upon it as a scheme to relieve the 
wealthy of taxation, which would 
necessarily mean increased taxa- 
tion for the poor and those with 
moderate incomes,” Bartram said. 

The action of the House com- 
mittee is thought to have disposed 
of the subject before the Missouri 
Legislature. Senator Arnold | 
Leonard of Joplin, who introduced 
the proposal in the 1943 Senate, 
where it failed, has had its rein- 
troduction this year under consid- 
eration, but as approval would be 
required in both houses, its de- 
feat is certain even if Leonard 
should attempt to revive it. 


As a result of House action yes- 
terday, in adopting the Senate con- 
current resolution authorizing the 
Joint Planning Committee of the 
two houses $ prepare a plan of 
legislative procedure for conform- 
ing the state laws to the provi- 
sions of the new constitution, pre- 
liminary work can be begun by the 
committee immediately after the 
Legislature reconvenes April 9 fol- 
lowing the Easter recess. 

Notwithstanding the adoption of 
the planning resolution, the House 
leadership yesterday took up for 
perfection four of a series of 10 
bills for reorganization of state 
departments, a proper matter to 
be included in the general plan 
yet to be prepared. 

Fair Trades Act Shelved. 

After heated opposition to a 
fair trades act, establishing min- 
imum resale prices for nationally 
advertised products, developed on 
the House floor yesterday and de- 
feat of the measure seemed likely, 
the sponsors requestef that the 
bill be placed on the informal 
calendar The bill was up for 
perfection and now the sponsors 
may take it from the informal 
calendar for action when they de- 
fire 

The House Committee on the 
University was technically A. W. 
O. L. from the House session yes- 
terday afternoon to inspect medi- 
cal schools in St. Louis, but the 
only penalty was denial of the 
privilege of being recorded as 
absent with leave, on record roll 
calis in the House Journal. 

Tne committee has pending be- 
fore it a bill to expand the medi- 
eal course of the University of 
Missouri from two years to four, 
the last two years of instruction 
to be given in a branch school to 
be established in Kansas City. 

Liauor Bill Voted Down. 

The first concerted fight against 
sale of intoxicating liquor in Mis- 
souri since the repeal of national 
prohibition was lost today when 
the House Criminal Jurisprudence 
Committee recommended that a 
county local option measure “do 
not pass.” Appearing for the bill 
were representatives of church 
groups, the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union and the Mis- 
souri Anti-Saloon League. 

Representatives of the American 
Legion, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, the Missouri Brewers’ As- 
sociation and the Wholesale 
Liquor Dealers of Missouri ap- 
peared in opposition to the 
measure which would leave to a 
vote of each county whether sale 
of intoxicating liquor would be 
_permitted in the county. 
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‘AFL Men Charge Two Lost 
Jobs at Normandy Because 
They Joined Union. 


Officer sof the AFL American 
Federation of Teachers at Nor- 
mandy High School have charged 
that the contracts of two teachers, 
have not been renewed for next 
year because they joined _ the 
union, it became known today. 
They have sent registered letters 
to members of the Normandy 
school board requesting a hearing 
on the dismissals before April 6. 

The teachers are Charles H. 
Koerner of the mathematics de- 
partment and Leon Prost, a shop 
teacher. 

Fred Miller, superintendent of 
schools in Normandy, denied that 
they had been dismissed for union 
activity. He told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the men had been en- 
gaged as temporary teachers and 

were being dropped from the staff 
because there was not enough 
work for them. Koerner returned 
to the school last September after 
having taught air corps cadets. He 
had previously taught at Nor- 
mandy High Schoo lIfor 15 years. 

The 25 members of the Nor- 
mandy local met last Sunday to 
discuss the dismissals and decided 
to appeal to the board whose 
president, Arthur G, Skelly, is a 
member of the AFL Bricklayers’ 
Union. Walter C. Germann, presi- 
dent of the Teachers’ local said. 

Mrs. Koerner told the _ Post- 
Dispatch Miller had phoned her 
in her husband’s absence and 
warned her that he should not 
join the union. Miller, one teacher 
said, told a group of teachers he 
“should have fired all 25 union 
members.”

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WINDSOR, Ont., March 28 (AP). 
—From one day to the next there 
are probably more merry wives in 
Windsor than in any other city of 
this size—and the great majority 
of them are shoppers from neigh- 
boring Detroit.

American arsenal city, combined 
with ration-free little Windsor’s 
bulging larder, is breaking records 


for cross-border travel. 

Uncle Sam demands _ ration 
stamps from his returning shop- 
pers. Food stamps are collected 
by United States customs men on 
the American side of the Detroit 
River. In one week 105,000 red 
stamps were collected. 

In addition, customs men were 
busy collecting duties on clothing 
purchases, which also run into 
sizeable amounts, A man can buy 
a suit with two pairs of pants 
here, 

“If the Americans need it, let’s 
give it to them,” says Daniel 
Piche, French-Canadian who man- 
ages the Windsor City Market. 

Canada’s only rationed foods— 
butter, sugar and preserves—are 
unavailable to Americans. 

Piche said that on one Saturday 
in March, 1942, his market han- 
dled 4620 pounds of chicken. It 
is at least double that on any Sat- 
urday now. 


ALL FLYERS NEEDED 
IN PACIFIC AFTER V-E 
DAY, ARNOLD SAYS 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP). 
— Gen. H. H. Arnold, predicting 
heavier air blows against Japan, 
broadly indicated today that there 
will be only limited or no de- 
mobilization of the Air Force after 
Germany's defeat. He told a news 
conference the Army will need all 
its Air Force men to see that the 
Pacific war “is finished.” 

Asked if this meant no demob- 
ilization of the air forces, he 
anawered: 

“We are going to use every air- 
plane we can against Japan even 
if it requires every plane now 
used in Europe.” The Air Force 
intends, he said, to do to Japan 
just “what we did to Germany.” 

Arnald hinted that Superfortress 
raids against Japan may be 
doubled or tripled by summer. 


“If the Japs are unhappy now | 


over the bombing of the Twentieth 
and Twenty-first (Superfortress) 
Bomber Commands,” he remarked, 
“they'll soon be twice or three 
times as unhappy.” 

Arnold displayed charts indicat- 
ing that the B-29 forces now in 
training or en route to Pacific 
bases are larger than those al- 
ready hitting at Japan. 

During the first three months of 
Superfortress operations last year, 
he said, one raid was made on the 
aveareg of every 10 days with ap- 
proximately 50 planes. At present, 
he said, the raids are being made 
on the average of every four days 
with 300 planes and the curve of 
operations is still going up.

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MISSOURI ISSUES A CALL 
FOR 9-STATE TALKS ON MVA 


Senate Approves House Resolution for Thor- 


ough Discussion of River Problems and 
Role of Federal Government.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 28. 
—A call for a conference of re- 
presentatives of the nine states 
concerned in flood control of the 


Missouri Valley for study of the 
entire problem of control of the 
Missouri River and its tributaries, 
was issued today through the 
adoption of a resolution by the 
Missouri Legislature. 


Initiated in the House, the reso- 
lution was approved by the Sen- 
ate with minor amendments which 
the House will accept. Although 
presented by Senator Ray Wil- 
liams of Cassville, Republican 
floor leader, in a speech in which 
he attacked the plan for a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority under fed- 
eral control, the resolution cannot 
in itself be construed as antagon- 
istic to MVA. It is conceivable 
that such a conference might ap- 
prove that principle. 


The purpose of the conference, 
expressed in the resolution, is for 
“a thorough discussion of all prob- 
lems connected with flood control, 
irrigation, reclamation, conserva- 
tion of soil and other resources, 
development of resources, and 
other problems related to the 
Missouri River basin, that repre- 
sentatives of Federal agencies in- 
terested in these problems be 
heard from, that an effort be made 
to reconcile all interests of the 
states herein mentioned.” 

List of States. 

The states invited to participate 
in the conference, which it is pro- 
posed shall ®e held in Missouri, 
are Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, South 
Dakota, North Dakota, Wyoming, 
Montana and Colorado. They are 
requested through their legisla- 
tures or through their committeés 
on interstate co-operation to ap- 
point committees of five members 
from each state to meet with a 
like committee from Missouri. 

It is the hope of the sponsors 
that out of conference will grow 
a plan acceptable to all the states 
for the solution of the _ valley 
problems, and to bring about a 
state co-operation which will in- 
fluence federal legislation.

Comfort, president of the Missis- 
sippi River Fuel Corporation, 
which supplies natural gas to La- 
cledg for mixing with manufac- 
tured gas, and L. W. Childress, 
president of Laclede. 

Comfort told the aldermen his 
concern had the line capacity and 
the reserves to furnish St. Louis, 
after the war, with all the natural 
gas it would require at a price to 
be fixed by the Federal Power 
Commission, 

Adjustments Necessary. 

Childress said his company could 
distribute the gas through its 
present system but only after ad- 
justments are made in every gas- 
fired appliance in the city similar 
to that undertaken in 1932 when 
the B. T. U. content of the gas 
was increased from 600 to 800. 
That adjustment required men 
and equipment not now available 
and cost approximately $500,000, 
he said. 

The committee’s conclusion was 
also influenced by a statement of 
policy made by the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission in. approv- 
ing the reorganization plan of La- 
clede in March, 1943, to the effect 
that it favored a change from 
mixed to natural gas, “the most 
economical and desirable of all do- 
mestic gas fuels.” 


Kinsey’s Testimony. 


The committee also referred to 
the testimony given by Milton M. 
Kinsey, president of the Board of 
Public Service, at a recent Fed- 
eral Power Commission rate hear- 
ing, to the effect that a compari- 
son of gas consumption in cities 
served by natural gas with that 
served in St. Louis indicated this 
city was a greatly under-devel- 
oped gas market.

Miller, William Dee Becker and 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, and one Dem- 
ocrat, Bernard F. Dickmann. In 
1929 and in 1941 there was no 
Democratic nominee opposing him. 

He has earned a reputation as a 
fearless “watchdog of the treas- 
ury,” resisting pressure from pub- 
lic officials, politicians and citizen 
groups for expenditures he regard- 
ed as unwise, and known for his 
preservation of the city’s fine 
credit. However, he is being criti- 
cised by the Democrats now on 
the ground that his office system 
and record-keeping methods are 
archaic and that he has done 
nothing to carry out recommenda- 
tions of a 1941 city survey report 
to improve them. 

Criticism of his various brushes 
with the Civil] Service Commission 
and Personnel Department since 
the city merit system was adopted 
several years ago hag brought 
from him the declaration that he 
is for the merit plan and has main- 
tained good relations with the per- 
sonnel office. He has objected to 
the Charter provision for manda- 
tory appropriations for that office 
and the commission's control over 
salaries and numbers of city em- 
ployes. He also has criticised the 
character of examinations given 
civil service applicants, and re- 
cently he made a prolonged fight 
to retain in his office a key em- 
ploye who failed in a civil service 
examination, which ended when 
the employe took another job. ' 

Nolte insists on his belief in 
merit principles and calls atten- 
tion to the fact that he retained 
the Democratic staff when he took 
over the office in 1917. 


Cites Saving for City. 

During his career !n office, Nolte 
has calculated, he has made $7,- 
453,620 for the city in savings and 
profits in management of the bond 
interest and sinking fund, and he 
figures the aggregate premium on 
city bonds sold in this time at 
$950,808 (on $130,286,000 in bonds). 
His record in general has often 
been commended by various agen- 
cies, including editorial expres- 
sions in the press. 

He has been insistent on living 
up to bond schedules, so as to 
avoid piling up excessive charges 
against the interest and sinking 
fund tax, and he received the 
$1000 St. Louis Award for 1934 
because of his refusal to certify 
a public works bond issue until 
revenue had been provided, as re- 
quired by law, to assure the in- 
terest and retirement payments, 
He gave the prize to charity. Dur- 
ing the depression period he re- 
sisted various matters which 
might have tended to hurt mu- 
nicipal credit. He was opposed to 
the 1935 bond issue for the river- 
front memorial, in the election for 
which there was wholesale fraud, 
and later he prevented a plan of 
Mayor Dickmann to use MacAr- 
thur Bridge tolls to pay off these 
bonds. Due to his insistence, the 
1944 bond issue was held to $43,- 
527,000, some proposals having 
centemplated more than twice 
that amount and more than the 
legal limit for additional city debt. 

Records show numerous times 
in which he has taken forthright 
action to protect the city’s finan- 
cial interests in a great variety of 
matters. Sometimes these have 
brought down on him charges of 
being a “tightwad” and a chronic 
“no man,” but he has always stood 
his ground. Occasionally this de- 
termined opposition on his part 
has interfered with what civic 
workers thought were matters of 
community good. One of his views, 
arising from time to time, has 
been that the Art Museum, Zoo 
and Public Library should be de- 
prived of their fixed, independent 
tax rates and made subject to the 
city budget; this viewpoint has 
never gained general support. 

During his third term Nolte 
tried, with only partial success, to 
hold down overcharges on A. M. 
Ryckoff's bills for installing the 
electric street lighting system. The 
overcharges finally totaled $157,000 
and caused indictment of Ryckoff, 
who died suddenly. 


Tried to Give Up Bridge. 
Although officeholders generally 
seek to hold all possible patron- 
age, Nolte recommended (four 
years ago that collection of high- 
way tolls on MacArthur Bridge be

ENICK was drafted to run for 
Comptroller by a Democratic 
citizens’ committee which also 
drafted the candidates for Mayor 
and aldermanic president. He 
was unopposed in the primary. 

A hero of the World War, he 
was License Collector from 1935 
to 1942, serving two elective terms. 
In this position, he states, he col- 
lected about five million dollars 
a year at the start and up to 
about seven and a half millions 
at the end, attributing the in- 
crease partly to new taxes and 
partly to improved efficiency of 
the office. Under the latter cate- 
gory he calls attention to his pol- 
icy of auditing the merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ license tax returns, 
disclosing large additional sums 
due the city. 

He served as a minority mem- 
ber of the old Efficiency Board, 
which administered the classified 
service, by appointment of Mayor 
Henry W. Kiel, 1920-25, and for 
14 months in 1933-34 he was a ma- 
jority member, named by his 
close friend, Mayor Befhard F. 
Dickmann. 


Refused Political Favors. 


He went from this post to the 
collectorship, in which he in- 
curred the dislike of some prac- 
tical Democratic politicians for 
whom he refused to do favors. 
One of the complaints was that 
he had not thrown out the old 
Republican employes of the office 
fast enough. He has declared 
publicly in the current campaign | 
that he believes in the letter and 
the spirit of the merit system. In 
1942, after Dickmann was out of 
power, Renick was defeated for 
nomination for a third term. Ren- 
ick had considered running 
against H. Sam Priest for Circuit 
Clerk in the notable effort to beat 
Priest in 1938. 

On the basis of the 1941 report 
of a general city survey, Renick 
has criticised the accounting and 
record-keeping system of the 
Comptroller’s office. He declares 
he would modernize the system. 

Born at Japan, Franklin County, 
Mo., Renick attended grade school 
and began his career as a clerk 
and bookkeeper in main offices of 
the St. Louis Brewing Association, 
later being assigned as bookkeeper 
of the old Grone Brewery. 


Wounded in World War. 


Joining the American Army in 
the World War in 1917, he was as- 
signed to drive an ambulance in 
France with the French army. At 
the Battle of the Somme, March 
21, 1918, he drove through a Ger- 
man barrage and. suffered two 
wounds. While surgeons bandaged 
his head, four wounded French- 
men were placed in his ambu- 
lance, then he started back through 
the barrage. A shell struck the car, 
and the four French soldiers were 
killed, Renick suffered’ eight 
more wounds; his right arm was 
shattered and he carried it in his 
broken left hand, through shell 
fire, to a first-aid station half a 
mile away. Concussion destroyed 
his left ear drum. It was his first 
day in active service. 

He was the first St. Louisan to 
receive the Distinguished Service 
Cross, for exceptional bravery in 
the foregoing incident, awarded 
at a ceremony at the Longchamps 
racetrack, Paris. He also was giv- 
en the French Medaille Militaire 
and Croix de Guerre, 

After his recovery he returned 
to St. Louis as a salesman for 
G. H. Walker & Co., stock and 
bond brokers, a position he held 
for 15 years, until elected License 
Collector. He has not been em- 
ployed since leaving that office. 

His home is at the Branscome 
Hotel, 5370 Pershing avenue. He 
is 57 years old, a bachelor. ‘@

back from their strike on 

Tokyo and safely landed. 

The six formed a separate 
flight, and we couldn't believe that 
all of them had been lost, and 


feel too concerned. 

And then came a radio message 
from the flight leader. It said 
that one of the six was down in 


the ocean, and that the other five ft 


were hanging around to try to 
direct some surface vessel to his 
rescue. That’s all we knew for 
hours. When we finally got the 
story, this was it: 

Ens. Robert Buchanan of Clem- 
enton, N. J., was hit by flak as 
he was diving on his target some 
20 miles west of Tokyo. Buchanan 
himself was not hurt. 


He kept his plane up till he 
got over water, but it was still 
very much Japanese water. In 
fact, it was in Tokyo’s outer bay 
—the bigger one of the two bays 
you see on the map leading in to 
Tokyo. 

Ens. Buchanan is an ace, with 
five Jap planes to his credit. He 
ditched his plane successfully, and 
got out in his rubber boat. He 
was only eight miles from shore, 
and five miles from the big island 
that stands at the bay entrance. 

Then the flight leader took 
charge. He is Lt. John Fecke, 
of Duxbury, Mass. He is also an 
ace, and an old hand at the game. 
He has downed seven Jap planes. 

Fecke took the remaining four 
of the flight, and started out look- 
ing for an American rescue ship. 
They. found one about 30 miles off 
the Bay entrance. 


They talked to him on the radio, 
told him the circumstances, and 
he sent back word he was willing 
to try. But he asked them to stick 
with him and give air support. 

So Lt, Fecke ordered the other 
four to stay and circle above the 
ship, while he went back to pick 
up Buchanan's location and guard 
him, 

But when he got there, he 
couldn’t find Buchanan. He flew 
for 25 minutes around Tokyo Bay 
and was about to despair, when 
he began getting sun flashes in 
his eyes. 

He flew over about three miles 
and there was Buchanan, He had 
used his signal mirror, just like 
it says in the book. 

In the meantime, the_ ship’s 
progress was slow. It took almost 
two hours to get there. And one 
by one the aerial escort began 
getting in trouble, and one by 
one Fecke ordered them home to 
our ship, which was getting far- 
ther away all the time. 

Lt. Ir] Sonner of Petaluma, Cal., 
lost the use of his radio, and had 
to @ave. 


Lt. Max Barnes of Olympia, 
Wash., got dangerously low on 
gas, and Fecke sent him home. 
Gas shortage also sent back Lt. 
Bob Murray of Muncie, Ind. 

That left only Lt. Fecké circling 
above the man in the boat, and 
Lt. Arnold Berner of Springdale, 
Ark., flying lone aerial escort for 
the rescue ship. 

Finally the ship was past the 
bay entrance. The skipper began 
to have his doubts. He -had to 
go within three miles of the gun- 
dotted island. He was within five 
minutes’ flying distance of land, 
and Jap planes could butcher him. 

Furthermore he looked at his 
chart, and saw that he was in “re- 
stricted waters,” meaning they 
were probably mined, It was cer- 
tainly no place for a ship to be. 

The skipper radioed Fecke and 
said he couldn’t go any farther. 

Fecke radioed back and said, 
“It’s only two miles more. Please 
try.” 

The skipper answered and said, 
“Okay, we'll try.” 

And they pulled it off. They 
went right into the lion’s mouth, 
pulled out our pilot, and got safely 
away. Then, and then only, did 
Fecke and Berner start home. 

They came back to us three 
hours after all the rest had re- 
turned. They had flown six hours 
on a three-hour mission. But they 
helped save an American life by 
doing so. 

Foretold in Magazine.

It was the issue of last Oc- 
tober, nearly six months old. It 
was the annual Naval Aviation is- 
sue.

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NO EASY SPRINT

HILE the Allied offensive 
W out of the Rhineland is op- 

erating under a partial news 
blackout for security reasons, re- 
ports continue to give a picture 
of a fast moving front whose very 
fluidity indicates the extent of the 
disaster which the Allies are piling 
on the Germans. 

Obviously we are getting close 
to the end of the conflict. 

As Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
said yesterday, the German force 
on the Western Front “is a whipped 
army’—but there’s “darn tough 
fighting ahead.” MThat’s our cue 
to take it easy, though we can be 
happy in the knowledge that 
things are going so well that 
Nazidom’s complete collapse isn’t 
far off. 


No Easy Sprint. 

What we must recognize is that 
you can’t throw seven Allied 
armies across one of the world’s 
greatest rivers and expect them to 
do a non-stop sprint to Berlin or 
to the Russian front like a runner 
doing a hundred yard dash. They 
couldn’t perform such a feat even 
if there weren’t a single enemy 
soldier in their way. Because 
armies have to be fed and receive 
mountainous supplies to keep them 
moving. 

Eisenhower indicated this yes- 
terday when he remarked that the 
extent of the Allied thrust beyond 
the Rhine is limited at present by 
the problem of supply. The speed 
of our advance depends heavily 
on supplies and the build up of 
the seven armies. 

The Rhine still remains a tre- 
mendous impediment to movement 
of supplies, because we need rail 
lines for expeditious movement, 
and the railroad bridges are de- 
stroyed, forcing us to depend on 
pontoons and trucks. Our com- 
munications already are greatly 
extended, and this handicap will 
grow by leaps and bounds as the 
rapid advance continues. 

In short, this is a difficult mo- 
ment for Eisenhower's offensive. 
Having achieved that amazing 
crossing of the Rhine—one of the 
great military feats of history— 


we must now get reorganized for 
the final onslaught. And in this 
connection it should be noted that 
we are going into hostile territory 
where, if we get no active opposi- 
tion from an unfriendly popula- 
tion, the people at least won't give 
us the support which we've been 
getting in freed Allied territory. 

While Hitler’s forces in the west 
are indeed “whipped,” Eisenhower 
doesn’t preclude the _ possibility 
that they will organize a front 
at some place “where our main- 
tenance is stretched to the limit” 
—that question of supplies again. 
The Nazis are up against the 
problem of finding time to re- 
organize for a stand and in this 
connection they are faced with 
the danger that one of our speed- 
ing armies may be able to cut the 
Reich in two from west to east. 

The broad strategy of the Allied 
drive is this: 

On the far northern flank the 
Canadians, British and United 
States Ninth Army have been as- 
signed the task of knocking out 
the great industrial Ruhr and are 
trying to draw Nazi Field Marshal 
Albert Kesselring’s northern army 
into a battle of annihilation. On 
their south, the United States 
First Army is heading out of its 
Remagen bridgehead toward Ber- 
lin with the idea of cutting Ger- 
many in two and thus preventing 
the German troops in the north 
from retreating to Hitler’s Alpine 
last-stand defenses in the south. 

Lt. Gen, George S. Patton's 
Third Army still farther south is 
running interference for the 
First, and the United States 
Seventh is on Patton’s right flank. 
The news blackout surrounding 
Patton makes guesswork hazard- 


ous, but it’s possible he may strike |

NAZI CAPITULATION 
LIKELY TO BE LONG, 
PIECEMEAL AFFAIR

LONDON, March 28.—As Ameri- 
can and British tanks ran riot 
through western Germany, Ger- 
many’s capitulation appeared to 
be delayed or prevented largely 
by a problem of diplomatic and 
military mechanics. 

As things stand at the moment, 
it is impossible for the Allies to 
accept anything but outright un- 
conditional surrender and Hitler, 
the only man who can make such 
a capitulation on the part of all 
Germany, is still unwilling to do 
so. Heinrich Himmler, whose 
emissaries have been active in 
Sweden and Switzerland, attempt- 
ing to get “terms,” is also inca- 
pable of asking for unconditional 
surrender. 

Consequently, Germany’s “capit- 
ulation” is likely to be a piece- 
meal, disorganized affair in which 
one military command and one 
town after another will surrender 
or be wiped out. 

This may preclude any such 
“Armistice Day” as the Allies cel- 
ebrated in 1918. It may also in- 
volve a lot of tedious, bloody bat- 
tles in such difficult areas as Hol- 
land, Norway, Bavaria, Bohemia 
and Northern Italy.

invade; Generalissimo Francisco Franco was about to go to war om 
the Axis side; the Allies were going to invade; and—always—France 
and the Falange had quit, were quitting or would quit goon, 


The chances of an invasion of 
Spain as a part of general war 
strategy are now nil. Franco and 
the Falange still rule. The same 
men who ran Spain in 1939, 1940, 
1941 and 1942, when the Govern- 
ment was violently and enthusias- 
tically pro-German, run Spain to- 
day. The only exception is Ser- 
rano Suner, Franco's brother-in- 
law. Even he is only down, not 
out, 

Contrary to reports, there have 
been no disorders since the civil 
war in which the Spanish people 
have participated. 


Falange’s Black Past. 


Recent arrivals from Spain who 
can be relied upon present this 
picture, and offer documentary 
proof of its correctness: 

Small groups of Falangists and 
Falange youth students shouted, 
“Gibraltar and Morocco for 
Spain,” and demonstrated before 
the British and American embas- 
sies in 1940 and 1941, but not the 
people. 

A disgruntled Falangist heaved 
a bomb at War Minister Varela, 
killing several innocent bystand- 
ers in 1942; Falangists attacked 
British and American consulates; 
somebody put bombs in crates of 
oranges shipped to Britain, but 
these incidents had nothing to do 
with the Spanish people. 


The people read British and 
American news bulletins while the 
press carried only Germany’s ver- 
sion of the war from 1939 to 1943. 
The people waited, but now 
they’re restless. 


Last November somebody tossed 
a small bomb in the doorway of 
the German tourist office, which 
is housed in the national head- 
quarters of the Falange party. Un- 
der the great sign “Falange” 
across the top of the 10-story 
building in the heart of the city 
is a sign almost as big over Hit- 
ler’s tourist office reading, “Ale- 
mania” (Germany). 

Nobody who has come herefrom 
Spain has been able to say for 
certain who threw the bomb which 
injured nobody. They say it 
might possibly have been leftists.

Object of Falangists. 


In February, according to Lis- 
bon reports, two other bombs 
blew in part of the building hous- 
ing the Falange press censorship. 
There again none was injured. 
The report most generally believed 


was that the Falange had bombed 
itself. 

Why? I 

According to residents of Spain 
who have arrived here recently, 
the Falange is hated by the 
Army, hated by the Monarch 
hated by the Catholics and hat 
by the people of Spain. Its only 
hope is and has always been its 
national leader, Franco. Their 
self-appointed task, therefore, is 
to convince Franco that the Fa- 
lange is the only barrier between 
Spain and Communist disorder. 

Franco, shown proof of Com< 
munist activity in Spain, is told 
there are as many Falangists 
ready to die for a Falange Spain 
as there are Communists or,.an- 
archists ready to die fighting 
Franco. Therefore says the Fa- 
lange, keep us in power or risk 
a Communist revolt. 

Shortly after the bombing of the 
Falange censorship building, two 
obscure Falangist district leaders 
were shot in Madrid, according to 
the party line, by “Communists.” . 
The announcement of the inci: 
dent said a group of armed “Com-« 
munists” invaded the Cuatro 
Caminos district headquarters and 
shot the district secretary and hig 
assistant who had been lured to 
the building. Both were bally 
hooed into party martyrs “who 
had given their lives in the fight 
against Bolshevism.” 


Taeir funerals were made the 
occasion for a mass demonstra- 
tion which, however, fell slightly 
flat. The rank and file were 
whippéd into enthusiasm by cries 
of “death to Russia” and “death 
to England and her accomplices.” 
But it was a much smaller crowd 
than would have been mustered 
in the Falange’s heyday. 


26 Killed in Reprisal.

It is easy to recall also that in 1943, 
Franco sent a cordial greeting to the 
Philippine quisling, Gen. Manzano, when 
the Japanese named him Governor of 
the islands. The State Department pro- 
tested against that greeting and Franco 
answered that “it was simple diplomatic 
routine.” And the State Department, as 
usual, was very satisfied with the cyni- 
cal reply of the Fascist Generalissimo. 

We must therefore ask, How did the 
100 Spaniards die? Were they really 
murdered by the Japanese? Were they 
Spanish Falangists or Spanish Repub- 
lican friends of the United States? 

One must take into consideration that 
Franco desires desperately to catch the 
train to San Francisco, although it is 
the last minute, and in order to do this, 
he would not hesitate to look for some 
pretext to declare war on Japan. 

Franco, as a good Fascist, knows very 
well how to play a double role. The truly 
amazing thing to us, the Latin Ameri- 
eans, is that the United States and Eng- 
land continue to exchange sweet words 
with this traitor.

A Lesson Is Driven Home 


The official Nazi version of how World War I 
came to an end is this: 

.The German Army was never defeated in bat- 
tle by the Allies. It was let down, betrayed, by 
the home front; it w&s “stabbed in the back.” 
Pacifism and discouragement prevailed among 
the civilian authorities, and they sued for peace. 
Military leaders had nothing to do with the ar- 
mistice. Their forces returned in good order to 
home soil, which had not.been invaded. Loss of 
the war was sofely the work of men later termed 
by Hitler “traitors to the Fatherland.” 

The historic facts are, of course, entirely dif- 
ferent. Here is what actually happened: 

Ludendorff in the spring of 1918 launched a 
great Western front drive designed to win the 
war. The Germans made gains at first, but 
Allied counter-offensives drove them back, with 
disastrous losses. On Sept. 29, Ludendorff and 
Hindenburg demanded of the Kaiser that a re- 
quest for an armistice be sent to President Wil- 
son at once. The Government demurred: the 
Army insisted. “There is no further chance of 
forcing a peace on the enemy,” Hindenburg 
wrote the Chancellor. So negotiations - began 
that resulted in the armistice. 

Despite its total falsity, the “stab-in-the-back” 
legend aided Hitler materially in his rise to pow- 
er, and served to rehabilitate the reputation of 
the German Army. Millions of Germans were 
convinced they had not really lost World War I, 
and that they could defeat the Allies if they tried 
again. So they supported Hitler in scrapping 
the Versailles Treaty and preparing for a new 
war. 

This time, the pattern of war is different. 
There can be no doubt, now or in the future, 
about the fact of Allied military victory. Ameri- 
can and British forces are smashing deep into 
Germany from the West, and Russian armies 
from the East. 

It is clean-cut superiority in man power, in 
strategy and in materiel that is producing our 
victory. It is superiority in the air that is smash- 
ing the Reich’s war plants and communications. 
The German home front saw little of the war 
at first-hand a generation ago; today its chief 
cities are devastated, and millions of Germans 
are refugees from Allied bombers and Allied 
military advances. : 

German Army chiefs know today, as their 
predecessors knew in 1918, that the war is lost. 
But there is a difference: these Reichswehr com- 
manders dare not demand that their bosses sue 
for peace. While Hitler and his gang hold pow- 
er, the firing squad and the hangman’s noose 
await a military leader who wants to quit, as 
the conspirators of last July 20 speedily learned. 

We have learned from the lesson of the lost 
armistice. This time, there will be full occupa- 
tion of Germany, elimination of the militarist 
clique and, we still hope, drastic punishment of 
the war criminals. Decisive, demonstrated, to- 
tal defeat of the German military power is an- 
nounced as an inflexible war aim. 

The lesson is surely being driven home to the 
Germans—to professional militarists, Nazis, sol- 
diers and civilians alike. They are learning that 
German military might is not invincible, that 
the price of challenging the world is disaster 
for themselves, that war does not pay. 

Our soldiers are throwing themselves gallant- 
ly into the task of teaching the decisive lesson. 
Lives are being sacrificed across the Rhine and 
the Oder to insure total German defeat and ac- 
ceptance at last of unconditional surrender. As 
V-E day draws nearer, it becomes the duty of 
the civillan statesmen to make sure that the 
costly lesson is engraved forevermore on the 
hearts and minds of all the German people. 
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DNB calls Gen. Patton’s new drive “a surpris- 
ing turn.” This astonishment indicates the Ger- 
mans still don’t know Old Two-Gun as well as 
they should. 
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What Russians Want 


Is Russia really Kipling’s “Bear that walks 
like a man,” a monster determined to gobble 
up poor little Poland, and Romania and other 
nations too numerous to mention? Ought we 
to tremble at the prospect of tomorrow, and 
look under the bed every night for a Bolshie 
with a bomb—or a book? 

Some may say this is anybody’s guess, but 
we are impressed with the testimony of a 
British parliamentary delegation which re- 
turned recently from a tour of the Soviet Union 
which extended from Russia in Europe to the 
Central Asiatic Republics. 

The delegates brought back the distinct im- 
pression, the New Statesman and Nation of 
London reports, that “the Russians are over- 
whelmingly interested in the development in- 
side their country, full of energy and idealism 
about building a new civilization, and above all 
anxious to avoid any kind of clash with the 
outside world.” 

What the Russians think may, of course, be 
different from what the Russian Government 
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thinks for them. But we suspect that the dif- 
ferences aren’t fundamental, and that Marshal 
Stalin in the Kremlin knows and respects these 
hopes of a new day of peace and prosperity. 
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Eisenhower's Calm Words 

Gen. Patton’s armored spearheads are pene 
trating far into the riddled and reeling Reich. 
“This is the greatest armored joy-ride in his- 
tory,” writes a correspondent under the jubi- 
lant date-line, “On the Road to Berlin.” The 
Seventh Army bursts across the Rhine without 
need for an aerial or artillery barrage. The 
six other armies already on the east bank ex- 
pand their bridgeheads with ever-widening 
gains. Prisoners by the thousands are hauled 
in. Reports come of weakened German mili- 
tary and civilian morale. Churchill refuses to 
affirm or deny that the Germans have sued 
for peace. 

Is it any wonder that, in the presence of 
such news, rumors of victory spread across the 
eountry? Is it surprising that nerves are tauf 
as the people expect momentarily the great 
and long-awaited news that V-E day is here 
at last? 

Into this tense atmosphere the cool, confi- 
dent words of Gen. Eisenhower come like a 
soothing potion to a fever patient. Speaking 
to correspondents at his headquarters, the Su- 
preme Commander says that the German de- 
fense line in the West has been broken, to in- 
flict a defeat that the enemy cannot afford; that 
the Reichswehr is a whipped army, but may still 
be able to form a new front; that the Allies’ 
troubles are not over, and some tough fighting 
is still ahead. 

The people are entitled to this candor. They 
can keep the faith with Gen. Eisenhower and 
his men, as he has kept it with them, by re- 
fusing to be stampeded, and by sticking to the 
tasks whose efficient doing brings closer the 
day for bells and whistles and thanksgiving 
services. 
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We being confirmed meat-eaters, the refusal 
of the stockmen to slaughter their cattle is 
simply killing us. 
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Free Speech and Plug-Uglies 

It remained for J. H. Ryan to drape the radio 
plug-ugly with the mantle of the Bill of Rights. 
This unseemly performance took place at Cin- 
cinnati, where Mr. Ryan, head of the National 
Association of Broadcasters, told an audience 
that newspapers are “extremely shortsighted” 
when they criticise radio. He referred specif- 
ically to this newspaper’s campaign against radio 
plug-uglies. “Freedom of radio,” said Mr. Ryan 
sententiously, “is the first line of defense in 
freedom of speech.” 

So if nauseating blurbs appear in the midst 
of newscasts, nothing is to be said about it. So 
if the tragic and heroic news of the day is in- 
terrupted by a sales talk for Dr. Burp’s pills, 
let’s take it and like it. We were under the im- 
pression—maybe it’s an eccentric one—that the 
way to keep Government from interfering with 
radio and press is to engage fully in criticism, 
in order that abuses of press and radio freedom 
ean be corrected from within, in the historic 
practice of free peoples. 

We never knew, until that Cincinnati speech 
of Mr. Ryan’s, that the way to preserve radio 
freedom is to engage in a conspiracy of silence 
about radio’s faults. 
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That rumbling sound last night wasn't a crowd 
rushing to a mayoralty campaign meeting. It 
was just an earthquake. 
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Our New Ally, Argentina 

The roll call of nations at war with the Axis 
today bears its forty-fifth name. Argentina at 
last has accepted the inevitable and has taken 
the step required by the Mexico City conference 
for its re-admittance to the Pan-American family. 
But this last-minute leap to the bandwagon is 
not going to be accepted as absolving Argen- 
tina’s military clique of its long-standing Axis 
sympathies. 

Some evidences of good faith are clearly in 
order. For instance, will the Argentine Gov- 
ernment order a roundup and expulsion of the 
Nazi spies and fugitive bigwigs who have 
found refuge, with their treasure, in that 
country? Another question: When will the 
Government call an election? It has been in 
power for two years with no vote of any kind 
by the people. They can be expected to ap- 
prove entry into the war, but will they approve 
their dictatorial rulers? 

The other nations’ policy toward Argentina 
is to a large degree vindicated by the an- 
nouncement of war by Buenos Aires. But 
there will be a waiting period while the Allies 
check searchingly into this belated eonvert's 
credentials,

Railroad Wrecks Can Be Averted

Sloan was a minor official in 
the bureau—not only minor but 
a maverick. So heavy was the 
disapproval he labored under, it 
is said, that his friends in the 
bureau communicated with him 
sub rosa, 


But Sloan had qualities that 
were rare in the Reclamation 
Bureau and identical with 
Pick’s in the Army Engineers: 
decisiveness and daring. And 
he had—or was capable of hav- 
ing—a plan. 

Sloan's plan, disapproved as 
much by some of the people in 
the Reclamation Bureau as by 
the Army Engineers, was 
pushed through — not because 
everyone like it, but because 
Pick had forced the hand. It 
was strong-armed through Deb- 
ler, who now is chief of the 
regional office at Denver. And 
Sloan, the apparent victor, 
grows bitter over the whole 
business -— as the next article 
in this series will describe.

The limited was crowded with San Fran- 
eisco-bound holidayers, many of whom were 
doubtless thinking, “California, here I 
come!” But death—not sunny California— 
awaited more than 50 of them ahead on 
the foggy Salt Lake marshes, 

For a second section to the Southern 
Pacific's crack flyer was highballing along, 
12 miles behind the first. Its engineer failed 
to heed a flare set for him, piled his 20- 
car train into the rear of the first section, 
snuffed out those 50 human lives, and 
maimed or injured 80 more,

Safety Precautions Ignored 


The oft-used argument of wartime pres- 
Bure cannot be applied to this disaster, 
just as it did not apply to the two greatest 
wrecks in American railroad history which 
occurred in 1943, and to most other colli- 
sions and major derailments in recent 
years. Inquiries have shown that the ma- 
jority of these accidents resulted from 
failure to observe proper safety precau- 
tions. 


Obsolete 
primitive 


and condemned air brakes, 
“journal” bearings, the absence 
of automatic block signals (introduced in 
the 1870s) and of automatic train-stop 
devices (invented before the turn of the 
century), and of even the simplest and 
cheapest safety measure of them all—the 
“block system” which was first applied to 
American railroadg in 1842-—these things 
have caused the majority of accidents. 

The Congressional Limited, derailed in 
September, 1943, while traveling at high 
speed en route from Washington to New 
York, killed 79 persons and injured scores 
more because it developed a “hot box” in 
a waste-packed journal bearing on its sev- 
enth car, 

The overheated axle snapped, throwing 
{he coach into the air and splitting it from 
end to end against a signal bridge. This 
happened despite the fact that railroad 
men agreed in 1931 that all fast passenger 
trains should be equipped with roller bear- 
ings throughout. 


Slow to Invest in Safety 


In 1933 the Association of American 
Railroads set 1945 as the deadline for 
equipping all freight cars with an approved 
“AB” type of brake. But the obsolete 
brakes are atill in use on more than half 
the freight cars in the United States. 

Today, throughout approximately 167,000 
miles of passenger road in service in the 
United States, more than 100,000 miles of 
track await a series of avoidable disasters 
before sufficient moral pressure can be 
brought to bear on the owners by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to intro- 
duce automatic block signals. On only 
8000 miles of track is the automatic train- 
stop mechanism installed. 


Lack of firmness by the ICC, and lack 


of Government legislation which would 
make railroads criminally responsible 
whenever an accident is shown to have 
been caused by lack of available safety 
nfeasures or devices, have been to blame. 


During depression and pre-war years, 
railroads put on a poor face, but today 
most of them can afford to invest in 
safety by curtailing certain luxury plans. 


Railroaders Too Conservative 


Critics claim railroad men are too con- 
servative about taking advantage of mod- 
ern scientific safety methods, They still 
depend on signal lanterns, fusee flares 
and track torpedoes for signaling, and 
telephone and telegraph for communication 
~while ships, airplanes and motorized 
police patrols have perfected radio commu- 
nication to a fine point in step with 
modern progress. 

President G. H. Bucher of Westinghouse 
Electric declared, in May, 1944: “After 
considerable experimentation, we believe 
that radio will work quite well between the 
front and rear end of a train, approaching 
trains, and between train and way station. 
Dead spots might be encountered in tunnels 
and under bridges and trestles. However, 
we think this type of communication is 
so much better than anything the railroads 
have now that it would be a great step 
forward.” 


. 
A number of railway yards now employ 


radio for switching work, but the only suc- 
cessful main-line project is on the*Belvi- 
dere branch of the New York division of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, in operation 
since June, 1942, Train-to-train conversa- 
tions have been limited to a four-mile 
range, as it hag not been found necessary 
to converse between trains farther apart 
than this. The system hag greatly speeded 
operations and increased safety on the 
Belvidere branch, 


Citizens Should Demand Action .« 


John Citizen will demand from postwar 
railroads the same modern methodg and 
safety factors that he expects from other 
transport services, Knowing that science 
has afforded the means to reduce them, 
he will tolerate less and lesg these ghastly 
railroad disasters which crop up intermit- 
tently to inflict unnecessary death and suf- 
fering on trusting passengers. 

Metal priorities force railroads just now 
to use shockingly obsolete equipment. But 
when ratiroads do their postwar shopping, 
John Citizen would rather have more in 
the way of safety measures and less in the 
way of snappy plastic interiors. 

He’d rather know the engineer was in 
radio touch with that mile-a-minute sec- 
ond section coming along close behind than 
that a trainman was plodding slowly three- 
quarters of a mile back along the right of 
way to swing a feeble red lantern, or plant 
rail torpedoes or a fusee—provided he got 
there in time! 

“That sort of gtuff,” John will say 
scathingly, “belongs back in the stagecoach 
days!” And he’ll be right.

Complications in Bulgaria.

Dwight David Eisenhower. 

From the farthest position on 
the front line, the chain of com- 
mand runs back to this man’s 
desk in a quiet, unlittered office. 
Various problems requiring de- 
cisions are filtered out as they 
pass back, so that only the most 
momentous questions finally reach 
the 54-year-old fiverstar General. 
The weight of his responsibility 
has aged him visibly in the nearly 
three years he has carried it, first 
in Africa, then in Italy, and now 
in France and Germany. 


Gives Thoughtful Replies. 


When subordinates put a knotty 
question up to him, he has a habit 
of hesitating a moment and biting 
his lower lip in concentration. 
“Now, I'm not trying to buck your 
question,” he says. And_ then, 
when he has thought it out, he 
Bives his answer, 


Inevitably, a certain remoteness 
surrounds this man. His concen- 
tration on the objective before 
him is necessarily so intense, Not 
because he wanted to, since he is 
by nature a friendly human being, 
but because it seemed the only 
choice, he has cut himself off 
from all social life. This includes 
military banqueting, which is part 
of the function of higher officers 
in a foreign country, as well as 
mingling with the rich and aristo- 
cratic French, who court some 
high-ranking American officers. 


Eisenhower's forehead is more 
lined than it was three years ago 
He is perhaps more bald, with 
only graying wisps of sandy hair 
on the top of his high-domed head. 
His expression is ordinarily serious 
and preoccupied except when a 
warm smile lights his face. 

The impression he makes on 
most visitors is one of solid, al- 
most solemn integrity. It is in 
the way he sita, with his massive 
handa locked together on the desk 
hefore him. It is in the way he 
apeaks about the course of the 
war. 


No Fuss and Feathers. 


Tt is not that 
pompous. Far from it. Even at 
his rare, off-the-record press con- 
ferences in a room packed with the 
eeveral hundred correspondents 
accredited to SHAEF, he has an 
air of easy informality.

He was Sheriff for six years, 1908- 
13. He is 73 years old, married 
and has Hved for many years at 
1129 Penrose street. 

He stated his campaign platform 
in four words this year: “Con- 
tinued economy and efficiegcy.”

chocolate “chips,” fine and 

smooth and rich brown in 
color, it doesn’t mean that you 
can be sure of a uniform stand of 
‘sturdy seedlings. Too many gar- 
deners try short-cuts that leave 
clumps and air-pockets in the soil 
just below that well-raked “top- 
ping.” They are just pulling the 
wool over their own eyes but they 
are not fooling the seeds. There 
ought to be a good job of hoeing 
between spading and pag sne 
here’s why: 

With fall spading, the clumps 
of earth are left to the action of 
the weather. Freezing and thaw- 
ing break up the clumps and the 
soil gradually “settles” again with 
its texture much improved. But 
most city farmers go in for spring 
spading. As they turn over the 
soil they forget to use the “flat” 
or the side of the spade to break 
up the clods. It is especially® im- 
portant around St. Louis, for 
clay soil doesn't settle as readily 
as sandy or loamy soil, 

Even if you have broken the 
lumps as you spaded, don’t try to 
side-step the hoe work. “Chop- 
ping” is the word for it. After 
you have measured off the ground 
for the seed row, set up short 
stakes at either end and stretch 
your guide line or string between 
them. Then start “chopping” 
where the guide line shows that 
the row will go. 

What are you planning to plant 
in the row? How deep should you 
open the furrow? Seeds should be 
planted more shallowly in clay soil 
than in loamy or sandy Soils, 
Heavy soils hold moisture better, 
are slower in letting the sun’s 
warmth penetrate, make it harder 
for seeds to push through. 

It is very easy to misjudge seed 
furrow depth unless you are an 
old hand at planting. If you use 
a ruler occasionally, you will train 
your eye. Here are the figures 
for the seeds that are on our 
planting calendar now. One-half 
inch deep seed. furrow—that’s the 
specification for spinach, carrots, 
mustard greens, radishes, in our 
clay soil. It is better to stay on 
the shallow side of that half inch 
plant deeper. Lettuce 
should be planted a scant one- 
quarter inch deep. The onion sets 
and plants that are coming into 
the seed stores now should be 


Werce: a seed bed looks like 


placed in a one-inch deep seed 
furrow. 

Some of the old-timers insisted 
that peas should be planted as 
much as three or four inches deep. 


Tests 


prove otherwise. 


in the experimental 


plots 
One inch is the 


recommended depth for planting 
the peas. The easiest way to open 
a shallow seed furrow is to use 
the rounded, handle-end of your 


hoe or rake. 


Seeding too thickly is a common 


errer—and no wonder! 


When you 


are planting the tiny seeds it is 
hard to think of their potential 


size.

The crowding that follows 
seeding means 


that the 


seedlings will have to fight for 


their share of soil nutrients 


moisture.

their roots intertwined, you are

Figure about 10 seeds to the 
inch of row for such vegetables as

But plan to see a little soil 


between each seed. Peas—and the 
large seeds—should be dropped a 
good inch apart in sowing. Onion 
sets or plants can be started at a

inches from each other. 


After you pull the soil back into 
the furrow to cover the seeds, use

After planting, there is nothing 
that dampens the spirits of a city 
farmer more than looking out of 
the window at a pelting rain and 
miniature muddy torrents swirling 
across the new rows.

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Don't Force 


Child to Eat 
Against Will 


By Angelo Patri 


é6 UR dinner hour is a night- 
(mare because my husband 
forces our little daughter, 
aged six, to eat whatever he 
chooses to put on her plate. He 
always puts too much on it, and 
that, coupled with the fact that 
there are some vegetables she 
would rather not eat at all, makes 
the inevitable battle rage. 

“During the day when I am 
alone with her I give her small 
portions, even as little as one 
small spoonful, and when she 
eats that, I give her another 
spoonful. That way I get along 
without trouble. But her father 
says she should eat what he puts 
on her plate and like it. What is 
one to do?” | 

Go along with the child is the 
first step. Remember that all 
children, and all adults for that 
matter, have food preferences, 
Some have an allergy to certain 
foods and cannot eat them with- 
out trouble, illrfess. Some children 
have small stomachs and these 
are not to be overloaded. It is 
most unwise to force food upon 
a child when one is not sure of 
the conditions and causes. True, 
some children, because they have 
not been well-trained at the start 
have a habit of fussing about 
eating. Even then, forcing food 
on them will not serve. 

Study the child’s condition and 
needs. If he gets on well on a 
light meal, why bother him about 
eating more? If he prefers small 
portions and needs to be fed five 
times a day instead of three, feed 
him that way. If he has formed 
a bad habit and dramatizes his 
atitudes at the table, feed him 
alone before the family meal is 
served and send him to a pleasant 
occupation while the family eat 
their dinner. The family is entitled 
to peace and harmony at meal 
time, Their health depends upon 
that, 

Go slowly about this eating 
matter. If there is trouble, con- 
sult a children’s specialits. The 
medical doctor with a general 
practice will examine the child 
for general health. What is need- 
ed here is the specialist who does 
nothing but attend to this one 
special difficulty, eating digestion, 
nutrition and the allied matters. 

There is a psychological element 
in the eating situation that must 
be considered, for it is important. 
The child must feel right about 
eating. If fear, dislike, rebellion, 
any unharmonious feeling is in 
his mind, he cannot eat well, nor 
use the food he eats to advantage. 
A child needs more than bread for 
his nourishment. He needs love, 
kindness, patience, good sense, are 
included in that term. Love finds 
a way here as in all other places. 


Helpful habits can be encour- 
aged in a child, but they cannot 
be forced. Angelo Patri discusses 
how helpful habits can be stimu- 
lated in a leaflet devoted ex- 
clusively to this subject, P-14, 
“Helpful Habits.”

Good Flying Weather Produces Thrilling Tales of Encounters in the Air.

WITH THE NINTH AIR FORCE, 
March 27 (By Wireless). 
F OR the past week I have been 


hanging around this Ninth 
Air Force Headquarters soak- 
ing up the yarns being told by 
fighter bomber pilots as they come 
back from some of the best fly- 


ing days we've had since the era 
of the Normandy beachhead. 


And if this story isn't some- 
thing you'll see in a future Holly- 
wood version of the Ninth Air 
Force antics in this spring of 1945, 
I'll eat the correspondent’s epau- 
lets off my uniform. Today Second 
Lieutenant Stanley C. Krzywicki 
of the little town of Forty Fort in 
Pennsylvania told how he hid for 
three nights and four days in a 
potato bin after his Thunderbolt 
had been forced down behind the 
German lines. Day before yester- 
day when the tanks of. the Elev- 
enth Armored Division entered 
Kirn, Lieutenant Krzywicki and 
two Russians who have been slave 
laborers of the Germans found 
themselves “liberated” after three 
days and four nights of continu- 
ous shelling by American artillery 
and strafing by American planes. 


Today Lieut. Krzywicki told this 
story: “I was shot down four days 
ago when our flight of four Thun- 
derbolts were attacked by more 
than twenty German ME-109’s. 
Five krauts got on my taik Can- 
non fire in my right wing explod- 
ed the fifty calibres in my gun 
bay and I caught fire. I fell, out 
of control, from 4000 to 400 feet 
where I managed to bail out. Aft- 
er a landing hard enough to break 
a fellow’s back, I hid my chute in 
some bushes and started moving 
ywest. 


“I figured that I was about 30 
miles behind the German lines. 
Soon I stumbled on two young 
Russian laborers in a woods, and 
they hid me away in the hayloft 
of a barn. We reached the barn 
by going through the town inter- 
mingled with a column of retreat- 
ing Germans. I was too scared to 
look right or left. The whole col- 
umn was disorganized; every man 
for himself. They were tired to 
the point of attempting to sleep 
on top of wagons and trucks. 


“During the day we could hear 
the Jerries repairing their horse 
drawn carts and autos for a get- 
away. One morning a big German 
pulled down two bales of hay to 
feed his horses without seeing us. 
That afternoon we were strafed 
by Thunderbolts. 


It was horrify-

ing. I don’t see how the enemy 
stands it. Fifty calibre bullets 
were ricocheting through the hay- 
loft right over our heads and I 
kept hoping that the hay wouldn't 
catch fire. 

“Never had I prayed so much for 
the weather to sock in, or for the 
planes to run low on gas. That 
night the enemy pulled out com- 
pletely as our artillerySbegan shell- 
ing. The barn shook so much the 
Russians and I climbed through a 
small chute into a potato cellar. 
My shoulders stuck, but the Rus- 
sians managed to push me through. 
We stayed there one day and one 
night, under shellifire all the time. 
Everything went silent one day 
and later we heard the rumbling 
of tanks on the street. 

“One of the Russians peeked out 
and reported ‘Amerikanski.”’ We 
ran out to the first tank and the 
Captain stopped us. He was plenty 
puzzled at first, but we were soon 
identified by a Major. Then we 
were surrounded by cheering tank 
crews who passed around cigar- 
ettes and K rations. Lt. Krzy- 
wicki “hitchhiked” his way back 
to the rear via halftrack, amphib- 
ious jeep and a General's jeep and 
back to his base in a plane that 
was sent after him. When he had 


finished giving his story to the 

base intelligence officer, he learned 

that the Thunderbolts that had 

strafed the barn in Kirn were 

eight planes of his own group.”

perienced today in the Nine- 

teenth Tactical Air Command 
of the Ninth Air Force occurred 
when four P-51s of the pioneer 
Mustang group attacked 15 Focke 
Wolf-190s near Darmstadt. Five 
kraut planes were shot down and 
the pioneer boys got away with- 
out loss. Capt. Theodore W. Sed- 
vert of Indianapolis, who took 
part in the dogfight, shot down 
one enemy plane, and on the way 
home, out of ammunition, en- 
countered a bomb laden jet ME- 
262 over the Rhine. The enemy 
were nine thousand feet above 
the Mustangs when the FWs were 
first sighted. “At first they must 
have thought we were friendly,” 
said Sedvert, “because we were 
able to pull up into range before 
they started dropping their belly 
tanks, splitting up and running.” 
Sedvert destroyed the FW-190 in 
the rear of the enemy formation. 
“I must have killed the pilot with 
the first burst,” he said, “because 
the plane kept going straight and

level. I peppered' it with lead, 
and it didn’t burn so I moved up 
alongside and saw the pilot 
slumped over in the cockpit. I 
gave it another burst in the con- 
trols and the ship went down. 
The other Jerries had scrammed 
by this time, so I headed for home 
alone. Over the Rhine I saw two 
planes going like hell. I dropped 
down to look and saw a P-5l 
chasing an ME-262. carryirg 
bombs. I climbed up for altitude 
and maneuvered down on the 
deck. I got him with my first 
burst slowing him down to 250 
miles an hour and then my ammo 
ran out. I was mad, so I drew 
up beside him and thumbed my 
nose at him. The pilot must have 
known that my guns were dry be- 
cause he thumbed his nose back 
at me. That made me mad — s0 
mad that I pushed back my 
canopy and emptied my forty-five 
at him but missed. Then I turned 
my plane toward him and forced 
him down to a crash. When I 
left all I saw was a column of 
white smoke where he hit.” As 
I said, spring has come to the 
Army Air Corps. You can expett 
anything these days — including 
fighter bomber boys shooting at 
kraut pilots in the air with pistols.

The bidding: 


East 
Lh spade Pass 
3 hearts Pase 
Pass Pass 
West made the logical opening 
of his fourth highest club. South 
won with the jack, and to pro- 
vide a safe place for his losing 
diamond, immediately led his sin- 
gleton spade. East captured the 
queen and shifted to the diamond 
jack—the queen, king and ace cov- 
ering. Declarer discarded his re- 
maining diamond on the spade 
king, then ruffed a diamond. He 
cashed the ace and king of clubs, 
while West carefully refrained 
from showing that he had started 
with a five-card suit by playing 
the eight and ten. Now declarer 
ruffed his last club low in dummy, 
only to be promptly over-ruffed 
by East, who then returned a dia- 
mond, 


Declarer’s ruff with the seven 
held the trick but he now was in 
serious, in fact irremediable, dif- 
ficulty. Reduced to trumps, he led 
toward the king. West won with 
the blank ace and did not make 
the mistake of leading a spade, to 
force the declarer. It was obvious 
that such a play would be futile. 
Instead, West deliberately led his 
last club, and this was South’s un- 
doing. With the queen of trumps 
still outstanding he certainly could 
not afford to ruff with dummy’s 
king, but when he played a spade 
from dummy, East was not slow 
about ruffing in with his now 
blank heart queen, for the con- 
tract’s defeat.
